3. Novelty 

The compounds of the present application differ from the structurally closest 
compounds of the prior art, which are disclosed in D1 , in the nature of the group 
represented by R6 In formula (I) of the present application. Novelty is therefore 
acknowledged. 

4. Inventive step 

The problem underlying the present application appears to reside in the provision of 
pyrimidine derivatives useful in the treatment of diseases which are caused directly c 
indirectly by an increase or decrease in activity of the cannabinold receptor. 

Anti'lnflammatoty agents which acts as cytokine inhibitors are disclosed in D2; 
however, since no mention is to be found in D2 that the compounds also modulate 
the cannabinoid receptor, the qualitative activity of the compounds of the present 
application is consWered as being unexpected in view of D2 and an inventive step 
can be acknowledged. 

5. Industrial applicability 

Claim 9 is directed to a method for treatment of the human or animal body by 
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therapy.
